"Of coarse you know," began the 


Commodore, "that Core* is a country 
that has long been inaccessible to the 
world. I believe I am the first white 
man who has ever trod the soil of tlw 
interior, and, therefore, perhaps I am a 
cariosity. So far as 1 saw them, the 
people of Corea are (greatly attached to 
their country, have no disposition to 
emigrate-—which accounts for their er- 
ctasiveness heretofore—but are pos- 
sessed of a lively curiosity. On landing 
ia Corea to meet the two Ministers ap- 
pointed by the King to negotiate this 
treaty, two officers accompanied me for 
some distance into the interior. 
We 


were unarmed, but were not molested 
The roads over which we traveled were 
lined with people for miles, attracted 
probibly by their first opportunity to 
look upon the face of a white man. In 
some instances they crowded around us, 
and, I suppose, commented upon our 
strange dress and appearance, but they 
made no attempt to molest ns. We p ir- 
doned their obtrnsiveness, because we 
were probably a great mystery to them.' 
" In what respect do the Coieans re- 


semble the Chinese'" 
" I could see but little resemblance. 


The Chinese of different localities look 
very different, as you know. The 
Mon- 
golians of the North do not very murh 
resemble the Mongolians of the South, 
who mostly come to California, and tlie 
Corean looks much unlike either class 
Their complexion is light, their hair 
dark, long and wiry, and their eyes 
black. They remind me of tha North 
American Indian, and I believe the re- 
semblance U sufficiently close to justify 
the belief that Corea famished the ma- 
terial to populate this country original- 
ly. All the difference between the two 
races could have been produced by cli- 
mate and mode of living after the immi- 
gration here. Owing to the fact that 
laturausts have never had an opportu- 
nity to investigate Corea, this resem- 
blance has not been carried ont to its 
logical conclusion. 
" All the occupation the Coreans have 


is agriculture, and the product of tbe 
soil is mostly consumed at home. They 
export a litue rice and a few beans to 
Japan, bat they have no fommerce and 
no marine. All their carrying is done 
on animals or by means of imperfect 
boats oa the rivers. They appear inof- 
fensive and not disposed to go to war 
with anybody, and yet the mass of the 
people are said to be curious in regard 
to outside affairs 
'I he country is ruled 


by a King, who m his own dominion is 
an absolute despot, having complete 
power over the lives and property of the 
most noble of his subjects. He is assist- 
ed in governing by a council selected 
from the nobility, who have chargre of 
the various departments—Judicial, War, 
Financial and Interior Departments 
The person of the King for centuries 
has been absolutely inaccessible, and no 
person of his own race, much less a 
foreignei, has been able to get into his 
presence. It is sacrilege to utter the 
name he has received from his Suzerain, 
and that by which he is known in his 
tory is only given him after his death 
It is high treason t» touch his person 
with a weapon of iron. 
Notwithstand 


ing the monarch's exclueiveness, how 
ever, in theory his ear is always open to 
tbe people, and an appeal to him m al 
grave matters is nominally permitted 
The interference ol the nobility in poli 
tics is also high treason, and the princes. 
of the blooa are excluded wholly from 
power. About a year sines a plot tc 
gam control of the Government was dis 
covered among the nobles, and ever 
person m any way connected with i 
was beheaded.

salutary lesson.

wields such power, there are two pollti 
cal parties among the nobles of Cored 
On« party is called the progressists, the 
other by a name which implies their an- 
tipodes—those opposed to 
progress.

The election law is explicit on the 
subject, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing, being section 59, chapter 46, of 
revised statutes:

All the ballots counted ty the Judges 


of election shall, after being read, be 
strong upon a strong thread or twine, m 
the order in which they have been read, 
and shall be carefully enveloped and 
sealed up by the judges, who shall direct 
the same to the officer to whom by law 
they are required to return the poll books, 
and shall be delivered, together with the 
poll books, to such officer, who shall 
carefully preserve said ballpta for six 
months, and at the expiration of that 
time shall destroy them by burning, with- 
out the package being previously opened: 
Provided, if any contest of election shall 
be pending at such time in which such 
ballots may be required as evidence, the 
same shall not be destroyed till such con- 
test is finally determined. 


From the above it will be seen 


that no one has any right to open the 
ballots after they have been returned 
to the county clerk, except in cases 
of contest, in which event the law 
provides tbe manner in which the 
re-count shall be made. Any other 
opening of the ballots than this would 
be plainly illegal. 
If any candidate 


has reason to believe that the count 
was not properly made he has his 
remedy in a contest, but until regular 
proceedings have been instituted no 
one has any right to open the ballots 
which have been sealed up and placed 
in the custody of the county clerk.

WASHCTOTOS, Nov. 16.—It ia Hh- 


derstood that President Artbrtf «ill 
make one of the leading features of 
his message to congress recommea- 
dations for legislation upon the sub- 
ject of the civil service.

Windmills. 


llie windmill is a fixture now quite 


Doramon on many fsrma throughout the 
country. It has become a necessary im 
element for raising water where stock if 
kept. 
In a general way it may be said 


that there are two kinds ot windmills 
pivotal and stationary. Pivotal mills are 
those in which the entire frame of the 
wood is turned about a strong pivot 
Stationary mills are those in which the 
top of th,e mill only revolves, and is sup 
ported noon a framework of masonry. 


A foreign exchange gives the follow 


ing information regarding the construe 
tton of windmills. It says that the spo 
selected for tbe establishment of a wind 
mill should be far separated from trees 
mountains, houses and any elevated ob 
jeet capable of offering resistance to ths 
wind. One may select a spot by placing 
a little mill at the top of a pole, and al 
lowing it to revolve an hour after th< 
rising and two hours after the setting o 
the sun. 
If the motion is constant!; 


regular, it is a sign that the wind blows 
favorably in one direction. 
If, on th< 


contrary, the mill turns irregularly ant 
by shocks, if it turns a little to the rlgh 
or to the left, !t is a proof that the wm< 
passes obliquely where it is found, an< 
therefore the place is not fit for estab 
lishing a windmill. 


The winds of tbe north, northeast 


south and southeast are the most ad 
vantageous for a windmill, because the; 
blow both day and night, while tho oth- 
ers only blow in the night, in a time o 
tempest or rain. The operation of mill 
ing is the same in a windmill as in r 
water-fall ; but the care of a windmil 
should not be intrusted to an7 ^ut tn03e 
who have had experience In furling ant 
unfurling the sails at the proper time 
On the approach of a shower, the sail 
should be taken in and the mill allowet 
to stand idle until the storm' is over. 


Windmills are now constructed it 


which the ordinary sails are replaced by 
thin boards, which by the aid of a pe 
ouliar contrivance can be made to sli| 
over each other without stopping the 
mill. 
With such a mill there is no fear 


of being surprised by the wind, because 
m less than & minute the boards ean bi 
placed in a mass like a beam, agains 
which the wind has no special Joroe 
Nevertheless, I! tho mechanism ahouli 
be found disarranged when the storm 
comes the wheel would be shattered. — 
N. X. World.

the "oldest inhabitant" of the new 
world. Bassett was born in Delaware 
in 1755, where his parents were slaves, 
for many years owned by the Bayard 
family. During the Revolution Bassett, 
then a. young man of twenty-one or 
twenty-two, was working for a farmer 
by the name of Wilson. 
While there 
he married, and became the father of a 
large family, each member of whom he 
has outlived. 
Upon the death of his 


wife Bassett married again. When the 
war broke out in 1812 he became a body- 
servant to Col. Morris, of Jackson's 
army, whom he accompanied to the 
front at New Orleans. He married his 
thiid wife upon his return from the 
South, and had by her quite a numerous 
Iiuuily, all but one of whom died prior 
to the civil war. For the lost eighteen 
years he lias IMJPH taken care of by his 
children and gui,,Jehi!dreti, spending 
tho time between Camdtm and Moores- 
toun, to and from wlnuh places he has 
traveled on foot many a time. Tbe last 
trip was made early in the fall of 1881. 
>I5s death is now "looked for daily.—
